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Nassau Heights 




Nassau Heights continued its rapid growth 
with a 69% increase in family population 
in the decade following 1 930. The north- 
east portion is a comparatively new sec- 
tion. There are rows of attached brick 
houses between Woodhaven Boulevard 
and the Long Island Railroad. On the east 
side of the railroad are found new apart- 



ment houses of the Jackson Heights-Forest 
Hills pattern. In the "circle" area west of 
the railroad are a few blocks of new and 
larger detached houses. Above Juniper 
Valley Park is another new development. 
Chief shopping centers are found on 63rd 
Drive, Myrtle Avenue, Woodhaven and 
Queens Boulevards.
